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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-5 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims 
are directed to a method of treating myocardial damage secondary to myocardial 
infarction (Ml) in a patient who has suffered a Ml, comprising administering to the 
patient who suffered from Ml an amount of moxonidine effective to inhibit myocardial 
damage secondary to Ml. Instant compound, Moxonidine, is known for its long lasting 
effects in reducing hypertension, sympathetic nerve activity and a pretreatment of 
moxonidine reduce the occurrence of myocardial ischemia. However, the prior art does 
not recognize instant method of administering moxonidine to patients after the 
occurrence of Ml to reduce the myocardial damage that is secondary to ML Further, The 
art recognized drugs for treating Ml does not show any predictability in their effect in 
reducing the myocardial damage secondary to Ml.
